Republican Tactics in the House. 

Hon. Roger Q, Mills in North Américan Review. 

Mr. Mills shows how effectually the strong 
democratic minority in the house can block the 
republican scheme for interfering with south- 
ern elections. He further shows, by the record 
that Speaker Reed, the leading advocate for 4 
change of the rules to take all obstacles out of 
the republicans’ way, has made a spéech on 
the other side of the question along with Gar- 
field and Conger in support of Speaker 
Blaine. * 

Mr. Mills; however, thinks the republicans 
may try to over-ride the constitution. He 


says: 
‘The republicans again have a majority in 
the house, but not large enough to insure the 
ancoess of their schemes. They have again ex- 
traordin measures to be carried through, 
and the rules must again be subjected to their 
manipulations. They have gotten up seven- 
teen contests for democratic seats. These va~ 
cated and given to the republicans would give 
them a workin co an large enough to place 
beyond the domain of doubt the passage of 
such laws as will materially aid in preserving 
and perpetuating their party ascepdancy. 

‘They readily see that there be no diffi- 
culty in making a rule to prevent dilatory mo- 
tions, and that the speaker whom they will 
elect will refuse to entertain or put such mo« 
tions to the vote. But the great difficulty in 
the way is the quorum which the constitution 
requires to do business. 

It will require in the present house one 
hundred and sixty-six members to make the 
constitutional quorum. This rule cannot be 
changed, and with a margin of three over the 
constitutional requirement it will be very dif- 
ficult, in so large a body, to keep in their seats 
the indispensable number, 

‘On the 24th of February, 1875, a motion 
was made in the house to reconsider a vote re- 
fusing to go into committee of the whole. The 
yeas and nays were taken, and the record 
showed that no quorum had yoted. Among 
those present and not voting was the distin- 
guished leader of the opposition, the Hon. 
Samuel J. Randall. Mr. Butler, of Massachu- 
setts, said there was evidently a quorom in the 
house, and inquired of the speaker if there was 
no way in which the house’could compel a 
member to vote. The speaker, Mr. Blaine, re- 
plied: ‘The chair knows of no way of mak- 
ing a horse drink, although you may lead him 
to water.’’ Another member stated to the 
chair that Mr. Randall was in his seat and did 
not vote, and moved that he be compelled to 
vote. To this the speaker replied: “Ifthe 
gentleman will indicate any mode by which a 
member can be compelled to vote, the chair 
will be glad to enforce it,’’ Mr. Butler at- 
tempted to show the chair the desired way, 
and offered a resolution that Mr. Randall be 
brought to the bar of the house to answer for 
contempt of its authority. The point was 
made that a quorum was required to adopt the 
resolution. Mr. Butler called upon the 
speaker to declare the presence of a quorum, if 
he believed there was a quorum in the hail. 
The speaker revliec: ‘‘The chair cannot de- 
clare a quorum against a yea-and-nay vote.” 
He said it would be an ‘‘utter absurdity” for 
the chair to put an opinion against a record on 
a roll-call. Mr. Coburn, of Indiana, proposed 
that, when the roll was being called and mem- 
bers were refusing to vote, the difficulty could 
be anenig by a greg rising , ~ ee 
and nainin ft a present and sing to 
vote, A asking that a record should 
be made to show that fact. To 
that the speaker replied : “The 
very principle enunciated by the gentleman 
from Indiana has been the foundation, proba- 
bly, for the apace legislative frauds ever 
committed. he moment you clothe your 
speaker with power to 5 behind your roijl-call 
and assume that there is a quorum in the hal), 
why, gentlemen, you stand on the very brink 
of a volcano.’ Mr. Hawley, of Illinois, came 
to the relief of the bewildered majority, and 
asserted that he and every other member had 
the right to demand that every member should 
vote. The speaker replied: ‘The chair denies 
that utterly.’ Thechair repeatedly suggested 
tothe majority the only solution of their 
troubles—that a majority of the house could 
transact business. 

‘‘When the subject, was taken up for consid- 
eration in the house, 1879, Mr. Tucker, of Vir- 
ginia, who had growm wéary of republican fili- 
burstering offered an amendment authorizin 
the speaker to declare a quorum constituted 
whenever those voting and those present who 
declined to vote should together make a major- 
ity of the house. But his amendment met 
with so little encouragement from his own 
side, and such determined opposition from the

In 1880, with a. large. expeéend- 
ture of ‘soap,’ they made their way slici- 
enough to slide in. In 1884 the’ ballot box 
again declared for the democracy, but in 1888, 
by animmense outlay of the sineéws of war, 
they have the administration, the senate and 
the'house.!Having control of the three branche 
of thelaw making department,they feel thene- 
cessity of throwing fortifications around them, 
and making a hold on power so strong that the 
ballot box not dislodge them.

a quarter of a century ago.” 


Wellington’s Letters. 

The leading feature of the Century maga- 
zine for December is the publication of a bud- 
getofthe duke of Wellington’s letters toa 
young woman, Mrs. Jones, afterwards Lady 
Levinge. These letters were written when 
the duke was an old man, and there are only 
one or two references to political affairs. Most 
of the letters are commonplace and of little 
interest, but there are a few significant refer - 
ences, among them one to the trouble with the 
negroes at the cafe, 

‘'The whole colored population is disaffected 
and in a state of insurrection,’’ says he. ‘‘The 
European population is to the last degree in- 
censed. There is servile and civil war in the 
colony. But in England we are never satisfied 
with anything excepting entire success. In 
circumstances such as exist at the cafe, time 
is required to prove any result which our im- 
patient working is willing to grant."’ 

In one letter he refers to the burning of the 
packet ‘‘Amazon’”’ in the bay of Biscay, and 
saysthe news kept him awako two nights. 
This shows that he bad more of the milk of 
human kindness than was popularly supposed. 
His fondness for children further sustains this 
view. 

Somehow he could not get used to rail- 
roads, and in one of his letters he makes 
this quaint objection to them: 

"IT have been twice to Folkestone, going 
and returning the short distance between 
Dover and Folkestone by railroad, which 
takes a great deal of time, as one must wait 
at the stations for hours at which the trains 
pass.”’

From a woman’s racy description of her field 
sport the following interesting paragraphs are 
taken: 

“Of course, for ‘emales, hampered as they 
are by long skirts and close waists, the ques 
tion of adapting themselves to ont-of-door 
circumstances and surroundings is a serious 
one. in my case I took Lady Paget's 
outfit as a model for the one I wore, 
and found it suitable -in every respect. 
Long skirts are absolutely impossible, not 
only for camping, but shooting, even in 
one’s private grounds. Here is about a sketch 
of my outfit: A par of dark-blue flannel knee 
trousers, ful] and bagging slightly at the knee. 
A blue corduroy kilted skirt, heavily plaited 
into a broad belt and just covering the knée 
bands of the trousers. The belt, I repeat, 
must be good and broad, thus offering some 
support to the waist, for corsetsare out of the 
question. Scramble through half a dozen 
fences, crouch behind bushes and leap ditches 
many times a day, as one is obliged to do when 
hunting, and if stays are worn I would not 
venture to answer for the results. To give my 
arms and waist entire freedom of action [ 
wore a blouse flannel shirt, laced up in front, 
with a bright little necktie knotted under the 
broad collar. 

“Over this went my round-tailed cutaway 
coat of corduroy, hanging loose and easy to pull 
off at any critical moment and hang on some 
convenient fence rail when infhot pursuit and 
it was troublesome.

might better mourn the decay of our literature 
than experience gratification at such a cost. 
“Whtie Marie,” is given as a ‘‘true story of 
Georgian plantation life,’’ and every atom of its 
incident which conveys a prejudiced phase will 
befaccepted by those who may be counted its 
most interested readers as a fair status of the 
situation. This disposition has lost the’ force 
of its malignity, butunresented may we not 
soon find ourselyes apologists for our own 
evil ? 

A different purpose, however, than an at- 
tempted criticism, provokes this labor, and I 
shall find more fault with Mr. Harben for not 
better ——— the story he has told, (thereby 
adding intensity, rather than diminishing its 
interest,) then I shall for unearthing a horror 
which Iam freeto charge to the system of 
slavery.

snared into evil. 

In the rapid settlement of the country, the 
introduction of other mulattoes of light color, 
and the- sale of Marie to the master of 
her husband, and the removal of the 
first owner to the west, all interest in the 
girl was of the past. 

This fellow was a down-east yankee of the 
first water, and moved to this country from 
North Carolina. 

If the girl, Marie, ever had the least idea 
of her white birth, she neither spoke of it, or 
manifested it in any way, till since her free- 
dom by the result of emancipation, 

From the time that I first remember her, in 
her childhood, she has been intensely religious 
and seemed to find great consolations in sing- 
ing. religious songs. 

he story of her white birth and treacher- 
ous treatment by the man who bronght her to 
this country, has been told by an old lady, who 
came to this section from North Carolina 
about the same time, and who claimed to 
know of the circamstances of her birth. 

She was stated to be the illigitimate child of 
a governess, placed in the hands of a poor 
couple, who died, and thus she fell into the 
hands of the down-easter who broughtSher to 
this country subjecting her to slavery. 

While she undoubtedly feels the wrong 
which she has been made to believe, she ex- 
hibits no evidence of unhappiness, seemingly 
finding consolation in the intensity of her re- 
ligious order. Withal, she clings to the white 
church of her neighborhood, ant | is kindly wel- 
cosaed ip her frequent attendance. She is 
universally respected and treated with a toler- 
ent consideration not vouchsafed to other

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TALMAGE IN ROME: 


“£@ BERVICHE AT ST. PETER'S AND A 
LONG LOOK AT THE POPE, 


Beantiful and Touching Scenes at the Ser- 
vice—The Pope Blessing a Child—Dr, Tal- 
mage’s Impression of the Holy Father. 


Barrnvisi, November 18.—[(Special.]—I send | 


you from this place some account of our expe- 
riences in Rome, first of all reminding you 
that ’tis from here we take ship on our way to 
Athens. The time now is about 2 in the 
morning. We shall sail presently in the hope 
of reaching Patras by 4 tomorrow morning. 
This is surely the dirtiest town of the dirtiest 
country I ever saw. We are in good spirits, 
but very tired. 

Shortly after our arrival in Rome, we learned 
that on Sunday at three in the afternoon there 
was to be a beatification, prior to his being 

canonized, uf a French martyr who had sacri- 
ficed bis life in China. The services of beatifi- 
cation, we were further informed, would take 
place in one of the large chapels of St. Peter's 
and the pope would be present and take an 
active part inthem. This last was the crowning 
attraction, as his holiness now rarely appears in 
public, and tickets of admission were exceed- 
“ gngly hard to procure. These had been issued 
by the Papal authorities free of charge, but 
commanded a considerable price, 80 eager was 
the inquiry forthem. Five were bought for 
our party, including Dr. Talmage, who would 
be able to attend after fulfilling his engage- 
ment in the morning of Sunday. An hour 
fore the time appointed we arrived at St. 
Peter’s, where we waited in the front rank of 
over ten thousand people seeking admission. 
A detachment of the Swiss Papal Guard, all 
stalwart, fine looking fellows dressed in bright 
uniforms, held the crowd in check until a very 
numerous male choir and a small army of 
guards had passed into the cathedral and 
taken their positions. The guards drew up 
on either side of the main entrance along the 
entire longth of the chapel, after which the 
waiting crowd was admitted at their right and 
‘Jeft. Within a very few moments the chapel 
was filled with a dense throng. 
PEOPLE CROWDED EACH OTHER 
#o such an extent that many individuals were 
fairly wedged inand were utterly incapable of 
moving an inch in any direction, As we had 
ascertained that the pope would walk up the 
middle aisle between the two rows of Swiss 
Guards, we endeavored to get as close to the 
goldiers as* possible, and by persistent 
effort we succeeded in getting into the 
front row of the rushing crowd, The chapel, 
it appeared to me, was about three handred 
fect long, and the people were divided by in- 
tervening soldiers into two huge throngs fac- 
ing each other the entire length of the interior, 
each crowd fringed off in front by the brilliant 
uniforms of the soldiers. At3o’clock papal 
officers and chamberlains, archbishops, bishops 
and foreign representatives at the vati- 
ean came straggling in. By this time, as you 
must suppose, the temperature of the air in 
the chapel had reached fever heat, and the 
vast concourse was literally a mass of perspir- 
ing humanity. Inquiring of bystander, the 
hour being now considerably past that an 
nounced, whether the pope was usually not 
punctual in filling his engagements, I was told 
that in earlier years, when his physical health 
was good, he was a model of punctuality, 
always promptly on time, but this had 
been less and less the case with increasing 
years and bodily infirmities. Of these the 
recollection was a painful one that on the 
ublis oecasion preceeding this in which he 
ad participated, his weakness was so great 
that he had to be carried in to the services, 
and fainted while assisting in them. There 
was no telling this time when he would ar- 
rive, but it would be probably not much be- 
fore 4 o’clock. At half-past threo, the per- 
spiration was streaming down Dr, Talmage’s 
face, in full view of a great many people, 
for he was one of the tallest persons 
in the crowd. The circumstances of delay 
became more and more distressing, and every 
mow andthen the guards permitted people 
who could not bear the suffocating pressure to 
pass out between their majestic ranks. The 
sturdy American preacher held his ground 
without flinching, and beguiled the time by 
tting up a conversation with an officer of the 
wiss troops, who could converse fluently in 
the English ianguage. Immediately behind 
our party was a band of students preparing for 
the ministry. 

A MOVEMENT THROUGHOUT THE CHAPEL, 
which everybody who has stood on Broad- 
Way waiting for a procession to pass, 
can realize, meant that the pope was coming. 
About twenty five cardinals preceded him in 
the procession, of which he was the central 
figure, as many following him as he walked 
between the ranks of the soldiery. Every 
head bared as the Kindly, sweet faced old 
man, smiling pleasantly all the way, passed 
along pronouncing benedictions as he 
went, bestowed impartially on the 
multitudes standing in compact masses to his 
right and left, and on the favored nuns and 
Becular magnates—of whom, I believe, I have 
not spoken before—who occupied seats in 
what a profane man might call the boxes. He 
raised his hands, wafting paternal blessings in 
every direction, excepting when one and 
another of the faithful, in an ecstacy of devo- 
tion, fell kneeling before him and fervently 
kissed his hands or the robe he wore. The 
pope seemed both pleased and touched at these 
expressions of devout veneration. His face 
beamed as with a heavenly smile, and he ap- 

red. in his fragility as one Only yaiting for 

6 summons from on high. 

Having reached the al knelt and 

ffered an inaudible prayer, which seemed to 

tavery longtime. Indeed, I noticed that 
one Of the cardinals, who was evidently under 
the impression that his holiness had become 
mbsorbed in his devotions, went over and 
whispered to him. The pope then arose, 
abont fifteen minutes after he had reached the 
altar, and retraced his steps by the way that 
he had gone. His return was accompanied 
with the same manifestations of popular ven- 
eration as had appeared on his way to the 
altar. One of these wasso impressively touch- 
ing and beautiful that it is stamped on my 
memory never to be forgotten. 

A LITTLE GIRL DRESSED IN WHITE 
advanced and kissed the hand of the holy 
father, who rewarded her with. the sweetest of 
smiles, and when she arose from her knees, he 
took her hand and — pressed it in his, 
Then he passed graciously on, At the pope’s 
x the people gradually filed out. 

n these days of much travel and wide- 
epread knowledge of public men, it is not sur- 
prising that Dr. Talmage was recognized and 
cordially greeted by not a few folks from dit- 
ferent cities of the United States.

ae RACE HATRED. 


How the Blacks in Hayti Push the Whites to 
the Wah. 
Jane Marsh Parker in New York Independent. 


Perhaps nothing is more forcibly impressed 
apon a citizen of the United. States who re- 
mains long enough in the capital of the black 
republic to make an honest study of the under- 
currents of political and social life, than the 
fact that France, notably Paris, is the contro]l- 
ing influence everywhere. Parisian ideas pro- 
vail: Parisian customs, even among the Creole 

easantry. The single hotel of Port-au-Prince 
s decidedly French, and in ite cafe and upon 
its veranda yOu may hear the young men of the 
city declaiming merrily over their French 
drinks, sentiments that give the key of the 
instability to the government, the demand for 
milit rule and the prevailing conviction, 
among foreigners at least, that an outbreak— 
another revolution—may take place any day. 
Not that anything in mA yey to the present 
administration is uttered, far from it; the dis- 
contents are silentasthe grave—more silent 
than many graves in this unhappy land. The 
atmosphere ig permeated with revulutionary 
ideas. Every man carries a weapon of some 
kind, and you are constantly meeting those 
who have n rufugeesin some of the revolts; 
or who have been or are suspected; or who 
have had some near relative shot by the 
authorities during the last season of unpleas- 
antness. 

Of course, nothing but enthusiasm for Hip- 
polyte has voice at present. Unless the un- 
forseen has transpired, Hippotyte is being 
inaugurated this moment at Gonaives, some- 
thing lesa than a hundred miles from here, and 
for which place he started on horseback last 
Sunday at midnight, accompanied by a 
mounted escort of some two hundred men—a 
long, hard ride over tho mountains, Hippolyte 
is more than sixty years of age, but hardy and 
inured to this climate. We —sihéar 
his praise sounded even by the 
stanchest of Roman Catholics. Hip- 
polyte is a Baptist and so are many of his 
army of the north, some 7,000 of whom are 
quartered here in Port-au-Prince, and so quiet 
aro they and well-behaved one cannot but 
have an exalted opinion of their commander. 
There is very little drunkenness among them 
and they are in remarkably good health. They 
sleep on the ground as a rule, and may be seen 
in their blue jean uniforms in every part of 
the city, often working for wages ; for their pay 
is light, less than $2 per week. 

The blacks and mulattoes largely predomi- 
nate here, of course ; ini fact, the whites seem 
few and far between. The negro possesses the 
land. By the constitution of the black repub- 
lic, a white man may not be a land-owner in 
Hayti. Wesee traces of the track of an old 
street railroad among the. many ruins of this 
city—a!most completely in ruins—and we won- 
der if in the days of its prosperity cars were to 
be seen bearing the notice, ‘“White persons not 
allowed in this car.’’ Highly cultivated are 
many of these old Creole families,"living in the 
‘villas’ on the heights east of the town. If 
you are so fortunate as to be invited 
to their house, you may forget that you 
are in Hayti—in “Hayti, alone against a 
hostile world’’—and fapcy you are in Paris, 
Among the guests you will meet, in all proba- 
bility, true Haytian gentlemen, perhaps ladies 
—I say perhaps, for just now the families of 
the majority of the better class are abroad or 
in Paris. When you hear them talking of 
Paris as the suburbanite of New York speaks 
of “the city,’’ and when you discover how 
trifling is their interest in the United States, 
how misinformed they are concerning our 
politics and customs, and you see. the perni- 
ciousness instilled by French ideas in their 
social and political life, you cannot help wish- 
ing that forthe good of Hayti, for the insur- 
ing to -her of astable government, her relations 
with the United States were those that she 
sustains with France. And here we get at the 
root of the matter. 

“Why is it,” I asked of a gentleman of 
means and culturé—a mulatto whose daugh- 
ters are being educated in a conventip France, 
and who en ed my freedom ofs h 
concerning out relations with Hayti—‘‘why is 
it that you do not see that Hayti would be far 
better off if she’ were Yankee and not Parisian ?

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| “= GRORGIA JAILS 
ARP A DISGRACE T0- ANY OIVILIZED 
: COMMUNITY. 


So Says Mr. W. H. Gurner, Whois Familiar 
With Every Jalil in the State—He Relates 
His Experience—Is There a Remedy? 


‘civilized community.” 
Mr. W. H. Turner knows more about them 
than any man in the atate. For eleven: years 
he has made it his business to take.con 
felons from the county jailsto the penitentiary. 
In the course of twelve months he visits every 
place where prisoners are kept while awaiting 
trial, and some ofthe sights he sees are har- 
rowing beyond. description. 

Many of the stories of suffering 

and ill-treatment which Mr. Turner told yes- 

terday are too terrible in their hasty details to 

be printed. ~ Some facts, however, he gave 

which will show the condition of the prisoners 
without depicting any of the grosser scenes of 
‘depravity, which, he claims, are the outcome 
of the present system. 

“There are a few jails in Georgia—perbaps 
+a half dozen in al),’”’ he continued, ‘‘where the 
| prisoners are fairly well treated and fed, but 
the rest ofthem areawfal, Dante’s inscription 
over the gatesbf hell, ‘All ye who enter here 
abandon hope,’ might well be written ovepthe 


| doors of the Georgia prison. 


“Only this week I took two men from.& 
county jail and they complained to me that 
they were starved. Their appearance fully 
confirmed what they said. and I made some 
inquiries to ascertain how the prisoners 
in that. particular jail. were treated. The 
sheriff lived two miles away, I learned, 
and some times the prisoners 
were left:without food or water for hours at & 
time. When their thirst became unbearable, 
or their hunger rendered them desperate, they 
raised a clamor which attracted the attention 
of the neighbors and the sheriff was notified. 
Finally, he would reach the jail and give the 
‘men food and water, only the food wowd be 
such that any but a starving man would turn 
from it with disgust, The water 


when first put in: the prison was pure, but 
unless swallowed at once, the tainted 
_air of the place would render it unfit for use. 
One of the men I. was taking to the peniten- 
tiary was told by his lawyer that he could get 
a new trial and would stand a fair, if not al- 
most certain chance of being acquitted. He 
would not, however, allow the application 
for a new trial to be made because 
he said a few months more in that 
jail would end his life; .and he would rather 
serve his three years’ sentence in the-peniten- 
-tiary than pass another month of the unendur- 
able suffering he had undergone in the jail. 
This is no isolated ease. I have known a great 
number ofmen who refused, to ask for a new 
trial simply because the prospect of the coun- 
ty jail terrified them. 

‘*At another jail, visited last week, the men 
and women were all crowded into the same 
roomand the scene was awful. Some of the 
women begged me with tears 
running down their cheeks to _ take 
them, to.the penitentiary, but L. could not. 
They were awaiting trial and I had no forders 
or power to take them away. 

“The condition of the room where the poor 
creatures were confined was horrible. I could 
see numberless vermin crawling on the floor, 
and the prisoners were obliged to lay down 
on the boards among them to sleep. Another 
thing I noticed here,which happens in half the 
country jails. There was no provision to rid 
the jail of the scraps and refuse.. Everything 
not eaten wasthrown in one corner of the 
room and there rotted until space was needed, 
and then, and not till then, it was cleaned 
away. 

“T saw a jail recently in southwest Georgia 
where I was told that the prisoners were kept 
in a continual state of terror by snakes, I 
found that a large rattler had made his nest 
ina log of the building, and at night was in 
the habit of crawling over the prisoners while 
they lay on the; floor asleep. They had 
no way of killing it except with their 
hands or. by stamping on it, and. they 
were afraid to use such heroic measures. 
The ‘consequence was that night 
after night, the men who had not yet been 
proved guilty of any offense lay there, almost 
afraid to breathe, while the slimy snake 
crawled over them and about them. This is 
one of the minor inconveniences of jail life. 
Sometimes the prisoners have much worse 
things toendure. 

“In most jails the custom is to serve food 
twice a day, buf not enough is apportioned to 
each prisoner at both meals to satisfy one able- 
bodied man. Salt meat is the main 
article of diet with the worst 
kind of bread, and vegetables in most 
of the jails are a thing unknown. It frequently 
happens that I take men to the penitentiary 
from the jails and they die there of scurvey 
without ever having struck a lick of work. 
The penitentiary, of course, gets the blame for 
the men who die of scurvey, butit is not they 
who are to blame. The men go there with the 
disease incurably ingrafted in their systems, 
and although everything is done for them they 


ie. 

‘In the places where the sheriffs. reside a 
long way from the jail, terrible accidents oc- 
cur. Only a short time ago a county jail 
caught on fire. Thesheriff lived three miles 
away. When the men inthe cage succeeded 
in making their cries for help heard the fire 
had gained a good headway. While some of 
the frightened neighbors tried to break down 
the door of the burning building others went 
for the sheriff. By the time he got there it 
was too late. The horrified spectators were 
forced-to. stand about with idle hands and see 
the men in the cage beating their bodies 

-against the iron bars while the flames circled 
about them and closed in on them till one by 
one they were overcome by the heat and r- 
ished miserably. Just such things have seed 
place more than once, and they are liable to 
occur again at any time. 

‘There are present over one thousand pris- 
oners in the Georgia jails, and I venture to say 
that nowhere could the same number of peo- 
ple be found who are ering the same tor- 
ments. The worst jails of all.are the ones 

‘where negroes are placed in charge of the 

prisoners. These negro jailers are »prfect 
fiends in their ingenious cruelties. “fortn- 
nately, however, there are only a very few 
prisons now where the sheriffs have appointed 
negro jailors. 

“The Harris county jail is the worst in the 
state, and that in Gilmer county is about as 
bad. There are several others, in fact, most. 
the others, are very little better than. these 

wo. 

‘The best jail in Georgia is the Chatham 
county prison at-Savannah, Itis clean, well 
kept and well ventilated. It is reaily a mode! 
which, if all the others. would follow, there 
would be no more suffering. The Fulton 
county jaflisalso an excellent one: There 
might be improvements, but the bad features 
are not the fault of the kee t space 
they have is kept clean, but it is overcrowded.

The valley of the Mississippi!

waters overleaped their banks and 
overflowed this valley and destroyed the cattle 
gnd washed away the horses and barns, and 
even the people who were too careless or too 
helpless te get away. For a week I have been 
and down on this Mississippi Valley railroad 
sit is called, but I haven’t yet seen the val- 
ley. I have been in sight of the great river, 
and have seen large tracts of bottom land, but 
a great deal of the country is round and rolling 
and the towns are generally on high land, and 
mobody ever hears of an overflow that 
does much damage We thought that 
s¢ was rather dangerous to stay 
out here long ata time for we might get cut 
off and be hemmed in and surrounded and 
have tosend out a dove and wait for the 


waters to be assuaged. But I don’t see ver 
much difference between our country an 
this exceptin the black land and the big 
_ [don’t see any difference in the peo- 
e except there are more natives here and 
mixture. Theold confed’sseem as thick 
over here in west Tennessee as if death had 
mever thinned them out. oars @ reunion 
every year, and say they can blow a horn and 
rally a thousand or two most any time. I 
meet them everywhere and they are: still 
talking about the war and are 
FULL OF HISTORY AND ANECDOTE. 

Tt is astonishing how far one good war anec- 
dote will travel and how much enjoyment it 

vyesas it goes. They told me things out 

re that I have been hearing for ee aa | 
rs, but I never let on, and when I venture 
to tellsome that I thought were pretty good 
and had never got away from home, I found 
they knew it all and _ could locate 
it exactly. [I was ridin around 
with some new made _ friends, and as 
we skirted some timberlands that seemed to 
be low and watery, I said ‘“‘that land overtiows 
does it not?” “Oh, yes, that’s Tom Mabry’s 
hog bottom; Tom is a keen, shrewd land- 
trader, and is always looking out for strangers. 
One day a Michigander came along and was 
inquiring for some bodies of good land that he 
could put some money in, and Tom 
got hold of him pretty soon. Every- 
thing was dry then, for it hadent rained 
in a good while. Tom rode him around that 
bettom that in flood times gets ten feet under 
water, and the water-mark was on the trees 
everywhere, and got higher and higher the 
further you went into the forest. Along the 
edge the mark was only abouta foot anda 
haif high, and was sorter muddy from 
the mark down. The stranger seemed 
pretty green about such things and 
asked Tom what made those dirty places at 
the base of the trees. “Hogs, hogs,’’ said 
Tom. ‘‘They getin the wallows about and 
about, and then rub the mud off against the 
trees.’’ They rode on further, and the stranger 
observed that the marks got higher, and 
he called Tom’s attention to it. ‘Oh, yes,’’ 
gaid Tom, ‘‘There are some awful big hogs in 
this timber. I’ve seen,’em three feet high.’’ The 
stranger seemed satisfied, and they rode on 
until they had to cross a still lower place and 
TOM TALKED RAPIDLY | 
todivert attention, but still the Michigander 
discovered the dirty places as high upasa 
horse’s back and all of such uniform heighth 
that suddenly he took in the situation, and 
when they started home Tom asked him what 
he thought of the land. ‘*Well,’’ said he, ‘‘my 
friend,I believe I don’t care to invest any mon- 
ey in that land just now ;but I am a stock-raiser 
and if you will get me up a thousand or so of 
those high back hogs I think we can trade.”’ It 
got out on Tom, and that’s why we calLit his 
g bottom. I find these people concerned 
about the negro—not troubled or alarmed, but 
concerned. They all look upon Georgia as a 
progressive state, a. leader in shaping thin 
and solving things, and they frequently as 
mo how the negro is doing and behaving, 
and what are we going to do with him. 
They say he is doing very well here outside of 
the towns, but inthe towns they get-hold of 
some northern literature, and are getting more 
insolent and aggressive, and it takes more of 
the sidewalk to do them than it used to. 
There. are no colored cars on these railroads 
and I have seen big, rusty rascals in a fine car 
and their dirty boots cocked up on the back 
of a seat in front of them. <A _ lady 
has no protection against their company 
except she pays for a seat in the sleeper. But 
they do not travel as much as they do in Geor- 
gia. The negro’s worst enemy isthe poor 
white man—the man who works in the lumber 
business or in the field for daily wages, and the 
man who has to rent land and work it himself. 
He feels that the negro isin his way, and he 
is. While at the hotel in Clinton, a prosperous 
Kentucky town, I listened to the drummers 
TALK ABOUT THE NEGROES. 

Most of these drummers were from the north. 
They were sociable, pleasant gentlemen, and 
have convictions and dare to express them. A 
Chicago man said: ‘I have traveled all over 
the south, and like your people; but I tell you 
you will never catch up until you get rid of 
the negro. He is your dead weight. You 
don’t farm right, nor work right. 
You sleep too tate. Your farmers 
come to town too much. Why, I see 
this little town of Clinton thronged with 
country people today just because it is county 
eourt day. Our — don’t do that. Up 
north you can’t tel] a court day from any other 
day. Now, if you could get rid of the negro, 
and put the working German in his place, they 
would make more stuff on one acre than you 
make on two. Why don’t your people 
get -up sooner and work harder?’ 
A big whiskered countrymen who had 
heen a*ysilent listener, spoke up in a solemn 
voice an@® said, ‘‘We don’t have to.” The 
answer s#rprised the northern man very much, 
and sewfiim back for a moment, but he rallied 
and said, ‘‘Well, I know you don’t have to, 
but, my friend, don’t you want to make more 
corn and more potatoes than you do?” “I 
don’t,’’ said the solemn man. ‘Potatoes are 
ten cents a bushel now, and corn is twenty- 
five. What do we want with any more. 
There’s too much now. The price won’t pay 
for the hauling to the railroad ; and if you Ger- 
mans were down here and doubled the supply, 
our stuff wouldent bring anything.’’ 

But Chicago rallied‘again and said: ‘But 
you must admit that. the northern: farms are 
managed better than yours. xou can’t help 
but see that as you travel through our country. 
The Germans are splendid farmers.” ‘‘Splen- 
did,’’ said the solemn man, and if you could 
pick ’em it would be all right, but they are 
mixed—powerfully mixed. Our niggers have 
kept furriners away from here, thank God, 
and that’s about all the use we’ve got for ’em. 
But as betwixt the nigger and your lawless 
set of furreners and anarchists and tramps 
and thieves 

I’LL TAKE THE NIGGER 

every time. I don’t want to have to lock up 
and hide and stand guard over everythiug I’ve 
got. My friend, you don’t understand our 
people. We have an idea that there are bigger 
things in this world than money.” After a 
pause inthe conyersation.a New York man 
put inand said: ‘Well, I’m a traveling man, 
too, and my trade has been more west: than 
South until the past two years, and 
I tell you I have been undeceived. The 
Bouthern people don’t show up like 
the northern poopie especially, in their modes 
of farming. ut, let me teil you, the northern 
farmers are fearfully in debt. The farmers 
don’t own the farms—not half of them. They 
are covered all over with mortgages from New 
York to Kansas. Boston owns Kansas pretty 
much, and don’t dare to sell her out, for there 
are no buyers. It is a common trick in 
Kansas and Iowa for a man to borrow 
two thousand dollars on a farm that 
Was not worth a dollar more than that. The 
agents of these’ eastern syndicates: that had 
millions to lend got a liberal commission on 
every dollar they loaned, and so after the far- 
mer had already got all it was worth he wanted 
to get more,and he wouldigo to the tax assessor, 
and say: “I see you have got my farm down 
at two thousand dollars. It is worth e 
dollar of four thousand.

Japan is today attracting the attention of 
the world, but for all solid qualities, those char- 
acteristics that constitute the strength and 
backbone of a nation, the Japanese cannot be 
tompared to the Chinese.

idity with which she is ‘throwing off 
co old civilization and putting on that of the 
west isindeed remarkable. But the very ease 
and rapipity with which she is making this 
change is in itself an indication of weakness.

THE MU LBERRY y TREE. 


WHAT A WELI- ELE-KNOWN | poe, 
THINES OF 118 CULTURE. 


Hon. James M. Smith Talks of By? Faith 
in the Mulberry Tree—The Advantages 
of Ite Culture. 

Surrnontra, Ga., December 4.—[{Special.]— 
Hon. James M. Smith, of this county, bears 4 
state reputation as being one of the most pro- 
gressive farmers of thesouth. His Oglethorpe 
county plantations are models, and show that 
Mr. Smith has reduced farming toan actual 
science, the results of which demonstrates how 
much money there is in agrioulture when 
properly attended to. Mr. Smith has made 
plenty of money and is probably the wealthiest 
planter in Georgia. 

CULTIVATION OF THE MULBERRY TREE. 

During the past few weeks a report has been 
in general circulation among the papers of the 
state to the effect that Mr. Smith had planted 
one hundred thousand mulberry trees in this 
county, his object being to make a thorough 
test of silk culture in Georgia. The report 
said that he was satisfied that there was a great 
deal of money in it, and determined to go to 
work at once to develop it; that he negotiated 
with Mr. W. H. Thurman, of Athens, to set 
out these trees, and that Mr. Thurman was 
now at work at it. 

A representative of Tux CoNnsTITUTION 
called on Mr, Smith to inquire of him -con- 
cérning the matter, and in reply to the ques- 
tion as to whether or nos the reports were true, 
he said: 

‘‘They are partly true, but greatly exagger- 
ated. TwoyearsagolI bought of Mr. Thur- 
man oné thousand fruit bearing mulberry 
scions and got him to superintend their plant- 
ing, Idid this not only because I wanted to 
incidentally test the silk industry, but because 
I thought the mulberry tree possessed maby 
advantages in other itrespects. I re- 
gard the fruit bearing mulberry 
as a valuable tree both for fruit and for 

imber. They grow up quickly, and bear ber- 

ries luxuriantly. Being nearly all heart, the 
timber is very valuable for posts, crossties and 
many other purposes where durability is an 
object. Again, mulberry timber is especially 
adaptable for furniture. These trees bear 
fruit 100 days each year, beginning the last of 

May. While some of the berries are ripe and 

falling tothe ground, others are green and 

others blooming. Hogs are extremely fond of 
them, and. fatten rapidly on them. So do 
chickens and other fowls. 

A PROFITABLE CULTURE, 

“IT have nodoubt but that the growing of 
these trees can be made profitable. On an 
acre of land one hundred could be set out, and 
in ten or fifteen years these trees would aver- 
age say eight or ten inches in diameter, and 
eighteen or twenty feet in height without 
limbs. Each tree would furnish at this rate 
about one hundred feet of lumber. This lum- 
ber at one dollar per hundred. feet would cause 
each tree to be worth one dollar after being 
sawed up. Mulberry lumber, however, is 
worth more than one dollar per hundred feet, 
perhaps two dollars. But whether they 
are fever raised for, timber or not on a 
large scale, every farmer should have a few 
acres for his hogs and chickens. A few around 
the yard for chickens is an excellent thing.’’ 

‘AS TIMBER BECOMES MORE SCARCE 

and valuable our people, if they are wise, will 
begin to look about for the most available 
timber to take the place of that now being 
cleared away so rapidly. Instead of cultiva- 
ting at a loss, assome do, hundreds of acres

DYING OF HYDROPHOBIA,

Attention has often been called to the unli- 
censed and unnecessary.curs that infest Indian- 
apolis. They frequently go off into an exhil- 
arted state and allow their fang to sink into 
the flesh of unwury pedestrians. Then a hy- 
drophobia arises. This disease is really rare, 
but it is attended with so much horror that the 
possibility of it justifies the anxiety that must 
always attend the bite of a dog. 

A genuine case of hydrophobia is rare. The 
The death of Gilman A. Kimball, a brother- 
in-law of E. Fuller of this city, recently 
roused the public spirits of Danvers, Mass., 
where ajl the unattended dogs are now prompt. 
ly killed. Mr. Kimball’s dog had been sick, 
and one day while he was handling it the ani- 
mal’s teeth came in contact with his master’s 
face, causing blood to flow from his nose and 
making a scratch on his face on his upper lip. 
The dog was shot soon after, owning to its 
strange behaviour. 

Nearly three weeks had passed. One Satur- 
day, as he was about to get shaved, when the 
barber’ lathered his itp Mr. Kimball sprang 
from his chair in violent convulsions, from 
which he soon recovered. His shaving sas 
then finished, but he went through a second 
spasm before leaving the barber shop. 

Thereafter when about to taste food or drink 
he went into convulsions. He was very delib« 
erate and rational about his condition, He 
went to Boston and bade his customers goodby, 
telling them he was about to die. He wrote a 
letter to his wife, saying he had the hydropho- 
bia; that he would try to control] himself so as 
to injure no one; that he wished her to remain 
with him to the last, but if he became vialent 
to give him something. 7 

He was a powerful man, but he did as much 
as he could to help others in controlling him- 
self. Monday afternoon he became so violent 
that several men had to hold him, and he 
begged them to kill him, crying out for more of 
the morphine, which had been used to quiet 
him. On that night he died.

“But I want you to know,’’ she said, “that 
we have never had a photograph of Mr. Davis 
that we like—not a singloone. They allmake 
his face too severe, when there was never 4 
gentler, softér, More affectionate man in the 
world.” 

Mrs. Davis dropped her head a second, and 
then, looking up with a smile of pleasure, and 
althost happiness, said: 

“The best picture we have’ of him is at 
Beauvoir. I want you to go over there and 
seo it, It is a miniature made by an English- 
man, who came over before the 
war. Mr. Davis was then 39'years of age and 
I think it is excellent.” 

Then after a short pause she said: 

“Mr. Davis was the most graceful rider I 
ever saw. He sat a horse perfectly, and bis 
horsemanship was faultless.’’ 

In her tone there was love, admiration and 
pride. 

“But this work,’’ said Mr. Frazee, “is to 
represent him as the statesman, not the 
soldier. It is torepresent him as the presi- 
dent of the confederacy, not the United States 
army Officer in the Blackhawk war.’”’ 

“So I know,” she answered, ‘‘and that is the 
way we wish it.’’ 

**Would you prefer itas he was during the 
war or since ?’’ she was asked. 

Without hesitating asecond she answered: 

“‘As he was during the war. As he was in 
Richmond. As he was when he led the cause 
he loved so well.” 

A second later she remarked: 

“IT have his confederate uniform—the last 
he had. In that he looked so well, so noble, 
so graud. He always looked neat, and I never 
saw him witha soiled article of wearing ap- 
parel. That uniform fits him perfectly.” 

And Mrs, Davis. began talking about Mr. 
Davis’s magnificent physique. Se it was de- 
ciced that the uniform should be sent to Mr. 
Frazee, and in that Mr. Davis will be made. 
Mrs. Davis gave Mr. Frazee minute instrac- 
tions about things at Beonvoir, telling him 
where he would find everything. To him she 
talked so freely that a casual observer would 
have thought they were friends of 
years, and not the acquaintances of a few 
hours. The interview lasted more than two 
hours, but in most of her talk Mrs. Davis re- 
ferred to features, emotions and characteristics 
of her husband. She said but little outsidé of 
what might be strictly instructions to Mr. 
Frazee. As-we started to leave she 

AROSE FROM HER CHAIR, 
and shaking hands with Mr. Frazee, said: 

“Come back tomorrow, if you can; but if 
you come, send in your card, so that I will 
know who itis. In that way I will know you 
and see you. I may give you much you can’t 
learn otherwise.”’ 

As we drove away, Mr. Farrar remarked: 

‘*That conversation has done her more good 
than anything. It has taken her mind from 
the prrsent, and she feels much better. That 
is apparent.” 

A PLEA FOR DELAY. 

Driving away from the Fenner mansion, 
Mr. Farrar said: 

“Now, that you have secured Mrs. Davis’s 
consent, I must ask that you put the work off 
until tomorrow, because Mrs. Davis wants to 
visit the body with Mrs. Hayes tonight after 
ten o’clock, when the throng has_ been ex- 
cluded, She and Mrs, Hayes will remain with 
the body until twelve or one o’clock.”’ 

Mr. Frazee objected to any delay, saying the 
sooner he could do the work the better the 
work would be. After a long conference it 
was agreed that he should begin work at 
two o’clock in the morning. . Siuce then, every 
detail for the work has been_arranged, and at 
two o’clock Mr. Frazee will begin his task, 
guiding his hand inthe difficult work by the 
many electric lights which are throwing their 
mellow rays over the dead body. 

After leaving Mrs. Davis, Mr. Farrar con- 
ducted Mr. Frazee to his residence to show 
him 
A COLLECTION OF MR. DAVIS’ PHOTOGRAPHS, 

The collection covers a period of many years 
and some of them are excellent pictures, some 
inferior and some yery poor. Some represent 
him in early life, some in middle age, some in 
the civilian dress, someinthe United States 
uniform, some in the confederate! grey. He 
looked so well; and some of very recent years, 
one a good minature in a gold frame, is 
worn by Mrs. Stamp, his neice, as a breastpin. 
It was taken in 1858, and shows the president 
in the prime of manhood. Another taken in 
1879, is a large one in a handsome frame. On 
the margin is in his own handwriting: ‘‘To my 
very dear Lucinda Davis Farrar, with the love 
of her uncle, Jefferson Davis, May 14, 1879."’ 

This one belongs to Mrs. Farrrr, and is 
valued highly. It is a most excellent likeness 
ofthe late president. Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
form a picture taken in Canada after his re- 
lease from Fortress Monroe. Heis 

STANDING BEHIND A TABLE 
and she is sitting in front of it, looking up at 
him. The pictureis good. It is an interest- 
ing study, but Mrs. Dayis never liked it, and 
always said: 

‘“‘He was anxious to get a good light on me 
and gotnone on himself.” : 

A steel engraving of Mr. Davis, when he 
was secretary of war, is good. During the 
war he had one taken in Richmond. On the 
back of this is pasted a small confederate flag. 
Mr. Davis gave that picture to Mrs. Stamps 
while he was in prison. On the margin he 
wrote, “Jefferson Davis, to my dear Mary.”’ 
Among the other interesting pictures is a 
group of Mr. and Mrs, Davis’s four children 
who were with them in Canada. They were 
Jeff, Jr., ,William, Maggie, now Mrs. Hayes, 
and Miss Winnie. The two boys are now 
dead. On another page of the albumisa 
picture of Mrs. Davis, with Miss Winnie in 
herarms. Itwas taken when the daughter 
wasababy. Sheisclasped in her mother’s 
arms, her head leaning against her mother’s 
cheek, a pleasant, happy, childish smile upon 
her face.

REMOVAL OF THE REMAINS. 


The Procession at Midnight on Its Way to 
the City Hall 


New Orieans, December 7.—Th*ee weeks 
ago, in the midst. of a cold rain storm,*on one 
of the drearest morning, of the year, Jefferson 
Davis was carried from the steamer Leather,to 
the Payne mansion. Last night, about'11:15 
ail that was mortal of Jefferson Davis was 
carried from the Payne mansion to the city, 
hall in a hearse. It was weired and solemn. 

At 10:15, hearing the lowrumbling of wheels 
in the street, the afflicted widow of the great 
statesman, took a last farewell of his ashes. 
One kiss was imprinted on the pale, cold lips 
and then she turned sorrowfually away to the 
solitude of herown apartment. The door had 
scarcely closed behind her, when an under- 
taker entered the main hall. A hearse and 
two carriages were waiting at the door. First 
the magnificent floral offerings were trans- 
ferred to the carriages and then the casket 
was carried to the hearse by the following, 
friends of the-ex-president: E. EH. Farrar 
Judge CO. E. Fenner, E. B. Kruttschnitt, J. E. 
Payne, R. W, Foster and James Kichards. 
Officers John Teen and L. S. Sebisa, served as 
police escort. The gentlemen named entered 
the carriages and the 

HEARSE MOVED SLOWLY, 

out First street, the carriages dropping into its 
wake. The full moon, standing almost directly 
to the zenith,shed asoft,yellowish light through 
a vale of mystic clouds that were sweeping up 
the riverand drenching the foliage of the 
spreading magnolias on either side of the street; 
Great drops of water hung like crystals from 
the points of the leaves and now and then 
dropped upon the damp pavement as though 
the trees “grieving, if aught inanimate ere 
grieves,’’ were droping tears of sympathy as 
the sad little cortege passed. 

The route taken was ont First street to St. 
Charles and down St. Charles to the city hall, 
where the remains of Mr. Davis will lie in 
state until next Wednesday 

AT THE CITY HALL. 

By the time the hearse reached the city hall 
the council chamber and lobbies and corridors 
of the building were crowded with citizens. 
The council chamber was quickly cleared and 
a way opened for the admission of the body. 
The hall was heavily draped in black, which 
was relieved with the red, white and blue of 
the stars and stripes. There were also rich 
floral decorations everywhere, beside crossed 
swords and other military devices. At the 
head of the hall hung a portraif of the dead 
chieftain, richly festooned with crape, through 
which sparkled incandescent sparks like tiny 
stars. 


THE CATAFALQUE. 

The catafalque was draped in plain black. 
The coffin was covered with black plush, 
edged with broad black braid. The handles 
along the sides consisted of a single square bar 
of silver on either side, and across eack. was a 
short bar of gold. The top of the casket is 
covered with one sheet of heavy French plate 


glass, which extends its entire length and | 


rests on a thick copper lining, 

The interior of the casket is lined with white 
satin, and beneath it upon the catafalque is 
spread a thick Turkish rag of black hair., The 
body was carried to the catafalque by the same 
gentlemen whe placed it in the hearse.

* Black. 


WASHINGTON, December 7.—There is at 
least one woman in this city who worships 
memory of the lata Jefferson Davis and who has 
the courage of her convictions. She lives at -235 
Second street, southeast, and her name is Mrs. 
Frederick Fairfax. The jshutters areclosed today 
and if the bell-pull was only obscured by crepe, 
it would be easy for an _ observant 
passer-by to imagine that death had visited 
some one whose residence had been within. Draped 
from three windows of the upper story is a wide 
strip of blatk stuff, evidence of mourning of a high 
order. In the center of each of the window sills, 
just where black is fastened, is a rosette. If the 
rosettes were’also black they would have excited 
less comment, but they are not black.

The steamship Holland, which -arrived this 
morning, was docked, and a gang of men 
started to clean the pier, so as to make ready 
for the steamship’s cargo. While they were 
thus working, Foreman John Dunn discovered 
fire among a number of bales of cotton near 
the end of the pier. About twenty-five men 
were at work near the spot. Some of them re- 
mained to assist in putting outthe flames 
others fleeing to the street. Those 
who stayed behind were caught by 
the flames. The pier is practically 
destroyed, as it was on fire from end to end. 
Four dead bodies have been taken out of the 
ruins. Four-fifths of the pier was destroyed. 
So far as known only four men were killed, 
seven others were badly burned. The loss by 
fire, as near as can be ascertained, is $125,000. 
It is fully insured by a policy Supon the pier 
and a floating policy on the burned wares. 
These embrace about 300 bales of cotton, worth 
$30,000; one thousand packages of tea, worth 
about $15,000, and some pepper and other 
freight; worth perhaps $5,000. Damage to pier 
is put at $75,000.

to take charge of the work of organization and 
receive Georgia’s portion of this fund. 

‘It is our desire,’ sand Mr. Kiser, speaking 
for the Fulton County Veterans association, 
“that Atlanta’s subscription be raised at once. 
The governor’s idea is to have them all in by 
Tuesday nightin order that the fund may all 
be in by the day of the funeral.”’ 

He stated that Judge W. Lowndes. Calhoun 
had been appointed from this senatorial dis- 
trict and that he, as chairman of the finance 
committee, had been at work all mofffing pre- 
paring the necessary subscription lists and re- 
ceiving subscriptions. 

THE OBJECT OF THE MEETING. 

Mayor Glenn then called on Mr. Grady, who 
stated that he was glad to hear that Governor 
Gordon had moved so promptly in the matter.

No thought of blame attaches to the prosecuting 
attorney, than whom no fairér~minded gentleman, 
ho more considerate father of little children ever 
stood before juries. and courts for the integrity of 
the law and the punishment of crime. No whisper 
ofacharge is heard against the jury who con- 
demned the youthful criminals. To them the mat- 
ter was of necessity,simply one of law anctevidence, 
No word of reproach can be uttered against the 
venerable judge who sat in the 
case. A kinder -hearted, broader- minded 
man never wore with less reproach 
the sacred ermine of hisfoffice. And yet no man 
who has looked into the innocent, smiling faces of 
his own children, and studied the broad question of 
the socialogy of crime, can in considering these 
cases Yéfuse a feeling of solemn, earnest protest 
against the result of the trial as a deep and fearful 
wrong done some how to two helpless and now 
hopeless little children.

In “The Prison Life of Jefferson Davis,” 
nominally written by Dr. J. J. Craven, sur- 
geon of the. prisoner, but really the fancy 
sketch of Major Charles G. Halpine, U. 8. A., 
(“Miles O’Reilly,’’) is the following graphic 
account of the ironing of Mr. Davis. The 
main facts are substantially true, though Major 
Halpine has furnished some more of the ‘‘em- 
broidery of history,” and drawn considerably 
on his imagination for some of the details: 

“On the morning ofthe 23d of May a yet 
bitterer trial was in store for the proud spirit 
—a trial severer, probably, than has ever in 


modern times been inflicted upon any one who 


has enjoyed such eminence. This morning 
Jefferson Davis was shackled. 

“It was while all the swarming camps of the 
army of the Potomac, the Tennessee and Geor- 
gia—over 200,000 bronzed and laurelled veter- 
ans—were preparing for the grand review of 
the next morning, in which, passing in endless 
succession before the mansion of the president, 
the conquering military power of the nation 
was to lay down its arms at the feet of the 
civil authority, that the following scene was 
enacted at Fort Monroe. 

“Captain Jerome E. Titlow, of 
Pennsylvania artillery, entered the prisoner’s 
ceil, followed by the blacksmith of the fortand 
his assistant, the latter carrying in his hands 
some heavy and harshly-rattling shackles, 
As they entered Mr. Davis was reclining on 


| his bed, feverish and weary after a sleepless 


night, the food#laced near to him the preced- 
ing day still lying untouched on its tin plate 
near his bedside. 

‘* ‘Well?’ said Mr. Davis,as they entered, 
slightly raising his head. 

**T have an unpleasant duty to perform, sir,’ 
said Cgptain Titlow; and as he spoke the 
senior blacksmith took the shackles from his 
assistant. 

**‘Davis leaped instantly from his recumbent 
attitude, a flush passing over his face fora 
moment, and then his countenance growing 
livid and rigid as death. 

“He gasped for breath, clutching his throat 
with the thin fingers of his right hand, and 
then recovering himself slowly, while his 
wasted figure towered up to its full height— 
now appearing to swell with indignation and 
then to shrink with terroras heglanced from 
the captain’s face to the shackles—he said 
slowly and with a laboring chest: 

“"My God! You cannot have been sent to 
iron me ?’ 

“Such are my orders, sir,’ replied the 
officer, beckoning the blacksmith to approach, 
who stepped forward, unlocking the padlock 
and preparing the fetters to do their office. 
These fetters were of heavy iron, probably tive- 
eighths of an inch in thickness, and connected 
together by a chain of like weight. I believe 
they are now in the possession of Major-Gen- 
eral Miles, and will form an interesting relic. 

‘*This is too monstrous,’ groaned the pris- 
oner, glancing hurriedly round the room, as if 
for some weapon or means of self-destruction.

No such outrage as you tlireaten nre with is on 
record in the history of nations. Beg him to 

telegraph, and delay until he answers.’ : 

' ‘My orders are pereniptory,’ Said the offi- 
cer, ‘and admit of no delay. For. your own 
sake, let me advise you to s t with pa- 
tience. Asa soldier, Mr. Deen you know I 
must obey orders,’ 

‘* *These are not orders for a soldier,’ shout- 
ed the prisoner, losing all control of himself. 
‘They are orders for a jailer—for a hangman, 
which no soldier wearing a sword should ac- 
cept! I tell you the world will ring with this 
disgrace. The war is over; the south is con- 
quered. I have no longer any country bat 
America, and it is for the honor of America, 
as for my own honor and life, that I plead 
against this degradation. Kill me! kill me!’ 
he cried passionately/*throwing his arms wide 
open and exposing his breast, ‘rather than in- 
flict on me, and on my people, through me, 
this insult worse than death.’ 

***Do your duty, blacksmith,’ said the officer, 
walking toward the embrasure as if not caring 
to witness the performance. ‘It only zivées in- 
creased pain on all of us to ‘profeact this inter- 
view.’ 

“At these words the blacksmith advanced 
with the shackles, and seeing that the prisoner 
had one foot upon the chair near his bedside, 
his righthand reating on the back of it, the 
brawny mechanic made an effort to slip one of 
the shackles over the ankle so raised, but as if 
with the vehemence and strength which 
frenzy can impart even to the weakest invalid, 
Mr. Davis suddenly seized his assailant and 
hurled him half way across the room. 

“On this Captain Titlow turned, and seeing 
that Davis had backed against the wall for 
further resistance, began to remonstrate, point- 
ing out in. brief, clear language, that this 
course was madness, and that orders must be 
enforced at. any cost. ‘Why compel me,’ he 
said, ‘to add the further indignity of personal 
violence to the necessity of your being ironed ?’ 

“*I am a prisoner -of war,’ fiercely retorted 
Davis; ‘I haye been a soldier in the armies of 
America, and know bow to die. Only kill me, 
and my latest breath shall be a blessing on 
your head. But while I have life and strength 
to resist, for myself and for my people, this 
thing shall not be done.’ 

‘‘Hereupon Captain Titlow called in a ser- 
geant and file of soldiers from the next room, 
and the sergeant advanced to seize the pris- 
oner.. Immediately Mr. Davis flew on him, 
seized his musket and attempted to wrench it 
from his grasp.

TELL HOW THEY WERE SURPRISED 


By the Republicans When the Republic Was 
Prociaimed—Arrest of the Imperial 
Family—The Farewell to Brazit. 


Lisson, December 7.—Dom Pedro and 
party landed at the naval arsenal. Before 
they left the steamer she was boarded by King 
Carlos, who extended a warm welcome to the 
ex-émperor, Dom Pedro is in excellent 
spirits, and appears not to have suffered by the 
recent events in Brazil. 

Baron de Loreto, who was the last minister 
of the interior under Dom Pedro, was also 
aboard of the Alagoas, King Carlus was ac- 
companied by Infanto A}phonse and the Portu- 
guese minister of foreign affairs. As the im- 
perial party landed an artillery salute was 
fired, A guard of honor was drawn up at the 
Janding place, and troops were massed around 
the arsenal, The party took carriages and 
were driven to the palace, escorted by a squad- 
ron of cavalry. No unpleasant incident oc- 
curred during the drive. 

ALL ABOUT THE COUP D’ETAT. 

It is learned from interviews with members 
of Dom Pedrvu’s party that he and his family 
were at his summer residence at Petropolis, 
near Rio Janeiro, when tie revolution oc- 
curred. On the morning of November 15th, 
as Dom Pedro was leaving the imperial chapel, 
after the celebration of mass, he was handed a 
telegram from Viscount Deoro Preto, imperia 
prime minister, requesting that he immediately 
come to Rio Janeiro as since dawn, insurgents 
had placed the city under siege, and loaded ar- 
tillery was commanding the streets. Dom 
Pedro at once returned to Rio Janeiro 
and upon his arrival at the palace it 
war surrounded by troops. A sub-lieutenant 
entered the room in which Dom Pedro 
was and read to him General DaFonseca’s 
decree proclaiming a republic. After 
the reading of the decree, Dom Pedro held 
a meeting of his ministers aud counselors of 
state. He tried to form a new ministry with 
Senor Harawa at its head, but to this General 
Dalonseca objected, saying that the republic 
had been declared and was supported by the mil- 
itary, that the presence of the imperial family 
in Brazil was incompatible with the existing 
state of affairs and that they must soon leave 
the country. The emperor, after consulting 
with his friends, decided to agree to the de- 
mands of the republicans. No communica- 
tions were allowed to pass between Dom Pedro 
and the foreign representatives. 

At two o’clock the following morning, Major 
Tampofsci, with a detachmentof soldiers, went 
to the palace and placed the members of the 
imperial family under arrest 

WHILE THEY WERE STILL IN BED. 

He bore written orders from General Da- 
Fonseca that the emperor and his family 
should embark forthwith. The government 
would not allow them to wait until daylight, 
as they feared that any- demonstration in the 
streets in favor of Dom Pedro might result in 
hlccashed. This measure was considered

arms and were greatly excited. Count vu’ Bae 


and his wife, Princess Isabelle, the emperor’s 
daughter, and their children were compelled 
to leave the palace at 3 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing aud walk to the quay. Dom Pedro and 
the empress followed them immediately in a 
catriage under escort of a body of troops. The 
imperial party embarked on a steam launch 
and were taken to a man-of-war, which imme- 
diately proceeded to IIha Grande, an island, 
sixty-eight miles from Rio Janeiro, where the 
party 
WERE KEPT AS PRISONERS 

until the afternoon, when they were. trans- 
ferred to Alagoas. The latter vessel at once 
sailed for Lisbon. The Iron-Clad Riachuclo 
accompanied the Alagoas to prevent the land- 
ing of the royal prisoners at Bahaia or any 
other Brazilian port. As the Riachuclo could 
steam only six Knots an hour, the progress of 
the Alagoas was greatly retarded. Dom Pe- 
dro positively declines todiscuss the recent 
events in Brazil. A steamer with Baron De 
Andrada, Brazilian minister to Portugal, Ba- 
ron Depenedo, late Brazilian minister to Eng- 
land, and other prominent persons on board 
met the Alagoas. Count D’Eu intends foing 
to Spain on a visit to the Duke De Montpen 
sier Dom Pedro will probably remaing in 
Lisbon for a few days and then proceed 
Paris. The republican government of Brabil 
issued a decree on November 15th containing 
eleven articles. It proclaimed a provisional 
federal republic. 

WILL FORM A CONFEDERATION. 

The united provinces of Brazil will forma 
confederation and will elect its deliberative 
bodies and local governments. Until the elec- 
tion of new legislators the provisional govern 
ment will govern the country. Federal state 
governments will immediately adopt steps. to 
secure order and the liberty of citizens 
Brazil and foreign residents. Where 
maintain order are not sufficient, the 
ties can appeal to public forces. 
government being proclaimed, 
of governmeut will be recognj 
nation expresses its wishes by, 
in this respect.

Loxpon, December 7.—A_ special dispatch 
from Lisbon says that in an interview on 
board the Alagoas, the ex-emperor stated that 
he did not intend toissue a nianifesto. He

1 had no intercourse with 
the republican government. I received a tele- 
gram at the summer palace, at Petropolis, 
announcing that the revolution had tri- 
umphed. Upon its receipt I went to Rio 
Janeiro and placed myself at the disposal of 
the revolutionary government. The palace at 
Rio Janeiro was encircled bY. troops and ingress 
and egress was were he siege lasted for 
thirty-two hours, during which time my family

We were then taken secretly after mid- 
night between double file of soldiers, from the 
palace to the arsenal and placed on board a 
warship, the Parnahyba. As soon as we were 
on’ board she took her departure for Liha 
Grande.

He charges 
me to tel) your majesty thatthe emperor's congrat- 
ulations are the best reward forall bis work; and 
he begs leave to express his humble thanks for 
them.” The emperor left Dessau Thursday for 
Darmstadt, where he cabled to him : 

“Now you have at last returned from your poste 
where you have remained over eleven years with 
truly German loyalty and devotion to duty. Iam 
glad to greet you, sending my congratulations and 
inperial appreciation. I have felt especial satisfac- 
tlon from ithe fact that it was through territory 
under cur pro‘ection that the German forees were 
able to sfhooth the way to the coast for your 
return,’’ 

At the same time the emperor cabled to 
Stanley as follows: 

“Thanks 1o° your preseverance and inflexible 
courage, you bave now, after repea‘edly crossing 
the, dark continent, overcome a new and long 
succession of exceeding pemls and almost unen- 
durable bardships, Thatafter surmounting these, 
your return journey should lead you through lands 
covered by my flag, affords me great satisfaction, as 
I welcome you heartily to civilization and 8e- 
curity.”’ we 

Stanley wires the following answer: 

Imperatoret Rex: My expedition has now reached 
its end. I have bad the honor to be hospitably en- 
tertained by Major Wissmann and others of your 


majesty’s officers under nim. Since arriving from), 


Mpwapwa our travels have come toa successful 
conclusion. We have been taken across from Baga- 
moyo to Zanzibar by your majesty’s ship Sperber 
and Schwalbe aud all honors, coupled with great 
affability, have been accorded us. I gratefally re- 
memberthe hospitality aud princely affability ex- 
tended to me at Potsdam, and am profoundly im- 
pressed with your majesty’s condescension, kindness 
and gracious welcome, With full and sincere 
heart, I exclaim, “Long live the noble Emperor 
William.’’ 

The emperor was immensely pleased with Stan- 
ley’s reply, which shows that the explorer has 
caught the ringing style agreeable to imperial ears. 
He read it aloud encircled by d brilliant party at a 
supper given last night by the grand duke of Hesse. 
Before starting for Deer park, at Grossgareau today, 
the emperoragain cabled Stanley, urging him to 
make an early visit here, and giving him hearty 
assurance of a warro German greeting. 

The miners’ strike, involving as it does now, the 
whole field of mining operations in Westpbalia, 
coupled with the attitude of the reichstag toward 
the soctalist bill, threatens to embarrass the gov- 
ernment very seriously.

Deputy Hammacher, national liberal, defended 
the emplovers, and denied that the men were dis- 
missed and refused work for taking pa’t in the 
great spring strike. He said only those were dis- 
charged who were suspected of fomenting discon- 
tent. ‘These measures were necessary to preserve 
discipline. His defense operated contrary to its 
ibtention, and confirmed the majority in favor of 
some intervention for the protection of workmen, 
Employers now refuse even to negotiate with dele~ 
gates sent to them on behalf of the men. 

Minister Boetticher, after,a conference with Farth 
socialist deputy, sent dispatches to the emperor 
and Prince Bismarck, recommending that an impe- 
r'al proclamation be issued promising thata com- 
mission to arbitrate differences shall be immedi- 
ately created. Agitation and ferment in the men’s 
minds exceeds all experience in the districts of 
Bochum, Dortmund, Gelsen-Kirechen, Hammache 
and Stolzel. A deputy from Essen has gone to that 
place to try conciliation. Troops are hed in readi- 
ness to guard against and suppress avy resort to vio~ 
lence. The masters have relied upon insufficient 
funds, and the inadequate resources of the men 
in their hope to defeat the strike, but they find 
themselves mistaken. If a general strike is pro- 
claimed tomorrow, supplies in money and pro- 
visions will pour in upon the relief committee 


every day. Men in the treasury coai mines, in Saar 


district, have forwarded a petition to the emperor 
appealing for help. They declare their loyalty and 
patriotism, and say that even unmarried men can- 


not live on present wages. They deny that politics 
ny way as causes of dis.
